I. Efficiency and Transparency - Steps taken to increase transparency and make forms and 

processes used by the general public more user-friendly, particularly web-based and 
FOIA related items: 

• On October 20, 2010, United States Citizenship and Immigration Services 
(USCIS) publicly announced that two decisions from the USCIS 
Administrative Appeals Office have been issued as binding precedents for 
the agency. One decision affirms USCIS 's denial of an application to 
adjust status to permanent residence and holds that an employment-based 
petition must be "valid" initially if it is to remain valid with respect to a 
new job; the other reverses USCIS's denial of an application to preserve 
residence for naturalization purposes and clarifies the definition of 
employment by an "American firm or corporation." Decisions of this type 
are a collaboration between the Department of Homeland Security and the 
Department of Justice and help ensure clarity and consistency in the 
application of immigration laws by Homeland Security personnel. 

• On October 25, 2010, United States Citizenship and Immigration Services 
(USCIS) publicly announced that the Certificate of Naturalization has 
been redesigned with new security features to reduce fraud, such as 
signature embedding and a color-shifting ink pattern. It was also 
announced that USCIS would transition to an automated printing process 
for the new certificates, which will reduce the time it takes to prepare them 
and render the certificates more tamper-proof. On October 26, 2010, a 
fact sheet and a set of questions and answers were published to provide 
stakeholders with more information about the new certificates. 

• On October 26, 2010, United States Citizenship and Immigration Services 
(USCIS) posted a public reminder to customers that the new fee schedule 
goes into effect on November 23, 2010. Applications and petitions 
postmarked or filed on or after this date must include the new fee or they 
will be rejected. Information about the fee schedule has been made widely 
available to the public, who provided comments on the proposed rule 
earlier this summer.

V. Lawsuits 

• In the matter of Center for Human Rights & Constitutional Law 
Foundation vs. United States Citizenship and Immigration Services 
(USCIS), National Records Center, (CV 10-7073), Plaintiff filed a 
complaint September 22, 2010, claiming constructive denial pertaining to 
their request for records relating to the policies, practices, operations and 
composition of USCIS Administrative Appeals Office. 

• In the matter of National Immigration Law Center v. DHS , (USDC CD 
California 08-07092), Plaintiff filed complaint October 27, 2008 claiming 
constructive denial pertaining to their request. On March 12, 2010, U.S. 
Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE) made a discretionary release 
of two pages where plaintiffs had previously challenged our withholdings. 
ICE received letter from Plaintiff, dated August 16, 2010, reducing the 
amount of attorneys fees sought from approximately $375,000 to 
$275,000. Chris Vetter with OPLA indicated that Plaintiff have 
tentatively agreed to our final settlement offer of $86,243, which will be 
memorialized in a memo from OPLA to HSI when everything is finalized. 

• In the matter Families for Freedom, et al. v. CBP, etal , (S.D.N. Y. 10- 
2705), U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE) is making 
modifications to a Draft Declaration with Karen Wolfe, to be signed by 
Ms. Pavlik-Keenan Monday, October 18, 2010.

On December 29, 2010, the United States Coast Guard (USCG) released 
to Erik Potter with The Enterprise in Brockton, Massachusetts, 24 pages 
of records responsive to his request seeking copies of all releasable 
records concerning the individuals who were with Mr. John M. Pina, Jr. 
when he died during a boating accident. These records were released in 
full. 

On December 29, 2010, the United States Coast Guard (USCG) released 
to Anne Weismann, Chief Counsel for Citizens for Ethics and 
Responsibility in Washington (CREW), and Damon Moglan, Global 
Warming Campaign Director for Greenpeace in Washington, D.C., 569 
pages of records responsive to their request seeking any and all video 
feeds that capture the British Petroleum (BP), Deepwater Horizon oil spill, 
as well as documents referring to USCG communications concerning the 
use of dispersants, and all USCG Gaily Operations Reports. Portions of 
this response were withheld pursuant to FOIA Exemptions (b)(5) and 
(b)(6). 

On December 30, 2010, the Department of Homeland Security (DHS) 
Management Directorate (MGMT) released to Susan Carroll, a reporter 
with the Houston Chronicle, in Houston, Texas, 45 pages responsive to 
her request seeking a copy of the Balanced Workforce Strategy. These 
records were released in full. 

On December 30, 2010, U.S. Customs and Border Protection (CBP) 
released to Karen Kaiser, Counsel for The Associated Press, in Phoenix, 
Arizona, 41 pages of records responsive to their request and subsequent 
appeal seeking documents pertaining to: 1) Documents showing the 



number of recorded breaches to fences and barriers along the U.S. -Mexico 
border during the last three fiscal years; 2) Documents showing the 
number of tunnels that were discovered along the U.S. -Mexico border 
during the last three fiscal years; 3) Documents addressing the impact of 
the National Guard on border security along the U.S. -Mexico border from 
May 2006 through July 2008; 4) Documents showing the number of "get- 
aways" at or near the U.S. -Mexico border during the last three fiscal years, 
and 5) documents considering solutions to drug smuggling along the U.S.- 
Mexico border. Portions of this response were withheld pursuant to FOIA 
Exemptions (b)(2), (b)(6), (b)(7)(C), and (b)(7)(E). 

• On December 30, 2010, the Department of Homeland Security (DHS) 
Office of Intelligence and Analysis (I&A) released to Jason Smathers, a 
blogger for Witness Unto Me in Topock, Arizona, 3 1 pages of records 
responsive to his request seeking the following records: 1) Remarks, 
comments, notes, explanations, etc. made by DHS personnel or 
contractors about the processing of these requests (and appeals, if 
appropriate); 2) The invocation of exemptions, or related matters; to 
include any analysts' notes made during the processing of the requests; 3) 
Any standard worksheets completed by the Analysts; 4) Any justifications 
for exemption invocations or other supporting documentation provided to 
the Appeals Authority; 5) Any correspondence referencing the requests, 
including tasking orders, emails, and coordination documentation; and 6) 
Any records previously released to the original requesters in unredacted 
form may be excluded from this request. Portions of this response were 
withheld pursuant to FOIA Exemptions (b)(2), (b)(5), and (b)(6). 

V. Lawsuits 

• In the matter of Radeli Vishnevski, Maria Kirvalidze, Eugene Kirirkov v. 
Department of State, Department of Homeland Security , (USDC Georgia 
CV-03199-WBD), Plaintiff filed a complaint on October 1, 2010, seeking 
declaratory injunctive, and other appropriate relief for violations of her 
and her son's individual, human, citizen, civil and associational rights 
under the Fourteenth Amendments to the United States Constitution. 

• In the matter of Electronic Frontier Foundation v. Department of 
Homeland Security, (USDC ND California CV-1 0-5526), Plaintiff filed on 
December 6, 2010, claiming constructive denial pertaining to their request 
for records relating to the use of social-networking websites as 
investigative, surveillance, and data collection tools. 

• In the matter of National Day Laborer Organizing Network, Center for 
Constitutional Rights, and Immigration Justice Clinic of the Cardozo 
School of Law v. ICE, et al, (SDNY. 10-3488), (Secure Communities), A 
hearing on the preliminary injunction was held on December 9, 2010. At 
that hearing, the judge ordered ICE to produce all opt-out records by 
January 17, 201 1, and all other documents relating to the "Rapid 
Production List" by February 25, 201 1 . OPLA has set up a "war room" 
where staff from the ICE FOIA Office, OCR, ERO and OPLA, and FOIA 



staff from other DHS components have been processing opt-out records 
since December 20, 2010. 
• In the matter of Families for Freedom, et al. v. CBP, et al, (SDNY 10- 
2705), On Thursday, December 23, 2010, the Court ordered ICE to 
provide additional information relating to the records produced in the 
supplemental response and declaration. Specifically, the Court wants ICE 
to search for 6-month reviews of the MOU, or a declaration explaining 
that there were no reviews.

invasion of personal privacy, D) could reasonably be expected to disclose the identity of 
a confidential source, E) would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement 
investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement 
investigations or procedures, or F) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or 
physical safety of any individual.

Exemption 9: geological information on wells
